Shuffleboard, a game that has 


ong been popular on shipboard, 
has been added to the Princess 
Spanish Garden golf course, and 
may be played daily. The game 
s played on a court 52 feet long 
and six feet wide of smoothly 
surfaced concrete marked with 
scoring diagrams. Two or four 
jlayers take their positions at 
ihe ends of the court. The ob- 
ject is to place wooden discs one 
inch thick and six inches in 
diameter in the scoring diagram 
by means of a cue and at the 
same time prevent the oppon- 
ent from scoring. Eight discs, 
four red and four black, are 
used. 


Shuffleboard is by no means 
new game. As early as the 


ifteenth century it was played 
in England under the names of 
slide-groat and 
shovel-penny. 


In late years it has been a feat- 
ure of ocean travel. Only re- 
cently it spread to the south and 
found great popularity among 
resort guests, and lately has 
been spreading through north- 
ern states.

The newly recruited forces of 
Colonel Arthur Woods, director 
of the president's emergency 
unemployment committee, as- 
sembled here today to push for- 
ward their work on a national 
scale.

WITHIN 400 FEET OF MEN 


Inspector In Charge of Work 


Holds No Hopes for Lives of 


Oklahoma Coal Miners 


McAlester, Okla., Oct. 28— 


<AP.)—Fighting deadly after- 
damp and handicapped by de- 
Jbiis, rescue crews continued ef- 
forts tonight to reach lower lev- 
els of the Wheatley Number 
4 mine, where a .blast last night 
entombed 29 men and killed 
William Donley, working at the 
mine mouth. 


Sixty-one men, most of them 


from neighboring mines, formed 
the rescue party. Several were 
overcome by the gas. Workers 
who ventured too far into the 
mine were driven back to better 
,air. 


A report that reached the en- 


gine house late today that 
bodies of four men had been 
sighted on the sixteenth level 
was discounted tonight. 


A chance that some may have 


escaped the terrific blast and 
the coal damp that followed led 
workers to redouble their efforts 
to break through rock falls, re- 
store ventilation and reach the 
levels where the men were 
trapped. 


A group of seven men who 


went into the shaft this after- 
noon returned to the surface 
after three hours to report that 
they believed they had been 
within 400 feet of the victims. 
They said the gas at that point 
still was Joo dense to permit 
them to go further. 


Some of the more optimistic 


said there was some hope for 
the men if they had closed the 
ledge doors. Miller £>. Hay, chief 
mine inspector, however, said he 
believed all had perished.

THE SENSIBLE "MIXED DIET. 


We are all fond of making ex- 


periments. Little boys love to 
-monkey with" clocks and take 
them apart. But no one would 
ever think of asking a little boy 
to mend a clock. He would take 
it to a jeweler, an expert. Older 
people should not experiment 
with their health. They should 
take their troubles to a doctor.' 


We like to tinker with our 


health chiefly in matters of diet. 
But for all practical purposes 
experimenting 
in 
this field 


should be left to men working in 
laboratories. We have plenty of 
information already to regulate 
our diets. Enough sacrifices have 
already been made in discover- 
ing the use, preparation and 
value of various foods. We have 
a whole science of dietetics, by 
means of which it is possible to 
decide just what foods people 
should eat. Already we know 
enough about vitamins to tell 
with certainty what foods should 
be included in a healthful diet. 
Leave experimenting in this field 
to scientists. 


Only a food faddist experi- 


ments with his diet. A dietitian 
has no use for the person who 
eats no breakfast, for the strict 


vegetarian or for the man who 
insists on making two meals a 
day off nothing but meat and 
potatoes. The fact that life can 
be sustained on these abnormal 
diets does not mean that they 
are good for health. Insufficient 
food makes us more susceptible 
to disease like tuberculosis and 
influenza; a bulky vegetable diet 
strains the digestive organs; on 
the other hand, a diet consisting 
of nothing but meat and pota- 
toes causes constipation 
and 


raises the blood pressure. 


The sensible scientific diet is 


what the dietitian calls "mixed." 
It consists of milk, vegetables, 
fruit, meat, eggs, butter and 
bread in reasonable quantities. 
Most people eat too iparingly of 
vegetables/and fruits and drink 
too little milk. If the above mix- 
ed diet fails to iourish you, go 
see a doctor. Don't experiment. 


Overweight is just as danger- 


ous to health as underweight. 
Don't congratulate' yourself on 
being fat.

warm temperature. Add crumbled 
yeast cakes and stir until-* dis- 
solved. Add il-4- cups';:: sifted 
flour >and beat mixture until 
smooth. 
Cover and place in a 


warm place until puffed up and 
bubbly. 


It will take about an hour for 


'he sponge to'rise. 
Mix and sift 


wo cups of flour with sugar, salt 
ind nutmeg. Acid eggs well beat- 
;n to sponge and then stir in dry 
ingredients and melted butter, 
/lawly add more flour until dough 
(B stiff enough to knead. Knead 
ihe dough until smooth and elas- 
tic. Cover and let rise in a warm 
place until double in bulk. This 
will take not more than three 
hours. 


Turn the dough onto a floured 


board and cat the dough into a

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MAN AS A MACHINE 


A professor in a large university has written a 


book entitled "Man, the Thinking Machine," in 
which he seeks to demonstrate that human be- 
ings are simply elaborate bits of mechanism, 
differing" only in degree from such lowly organ- 
isms as the oyster and the sponge. 


After asserting that all life, including mental 


and spiritual life, is simply a mechanistic pro- 
cess, the Professor asserts that his heory is nei- 
ther irreverent nor pessimistic. 


-Our spiritual life is divine if you like so to dig- 


nify it," he writes. "It is none the less part of our 
common human nature. Its roots strike down 
into the same natural soil as the rest of our life. 
and its flower and fruitage grow and expand in 
the same natural air and sunshine as the lilies 
of the field and the birds of the air. This is not 
to degrade man', but to dignify nature." 


This is beautifully wriuen, and there is a good 


deal to be said for his viewpoint. Yet no matter 
how charmingly such a conception of human 
existence is worded, it will nevertheless strike the 
vast majority of people as repellent. 


Most of us feel the imperative need of connect- 


ing our own individualities with some power that 
will preserve them forever. We may grow care- 
less about formal religion, we may overlook the 
matter of church attendance: but in the bottom 
of our hearts we still cling to the unconquerable 
hope that somehow, somewhere, we shall have a 
chance to make a fresh start, to prove our divin- 
ity in some fresher, cleaner region. 


We cannot bear the thought that the grave 


may be the end of everything; it is only by look- 
ing upon it as the beginning, and not the end. 
that we can keep our optimism and our courage. 


For that reason the author's finely chosen 


words will leave most of us quite untouched. No 
words can render a theory like his palatable. 


OUR BOOK MARKET 


We like to think of ourselves as a great nation 


of book-lovers. And it does seem as if new books 
were coming out in a perfect flood. Yet a writer 
in the current issue of a magazine points out that 
the average American reads only one new book a 
year. 


America publishes only two new titles for 


every seven published in Russia, six in Germany 
and four in Japan. Our total annual purchase 
of new books runs only around 100.000,000—less 
than one new book per inhabitant, excluding 
school text books. Our annual income is $89,- 
000,000.000 and we spend less than one-third of 
one per cent of it on books. 


All cf this is rather surprising. Evidently the 


booksellers can take heart. The market is far 
from saturated.

all the pageantry of their arrival 
at Westminster to Buckingham 
Palace. 


The Lords' adjournment was 


until 4:15 p. m. but the Commons 
was to meet again at three p. m., 
when debate on an address in 
.reply to the king's speech was 
due to begin. Two features of the 
speech from the throne were ac- 
cepted as highly controversial, 
jrojecting electoral reform, and 
ndications of an attempt to 
nullify the law which made the 
jeneral strike of 1926 illegal and 
would tend to 
prevent other 


strikes of the nature. 


The scene in the 
House of 


_,ords, where King George and 
Queen Mary sat before assembled 
jeers, peeresses and communers 
of their realm, revealed all the 
time honored pageantry of the 
occasion. His majesty read his 
address to firm steady tones, in- 
dicating full restoration of his 
lealth. 


Previously he had ridden bare- 


headed in a long grey great coat, 
with Queen Mary by his side, in 
vhe royal gilded coach through 
London from Buckingham to 
Westminster. Thousands lining 
•ihe streets cheered the two royal 
figures, Queen Mary responding 
'.o the applause with ocasional 
'lows and a constant smile. Aft- 
er the half-hour ceremony in 
'he House of Lords they re-ent-

icture of the crime situation in 
he United States. 
From Walla Walla, Wash., to 


Miami Beach, Fla., Uncle Sam is 
'seeping the searchlight on law- 
lessness. 


The bureau of investigation of 


the department of justice, under 
the leadership of its young chief, 
J. Edgar Hoover, has inaugur- 
ated an entirely new activity— 
the collection and study of na- 
tion-wide statistics on law vio- 
lation. 


The gathering of these statis- 


tics was authorized by act of 
Congress last June with a view 
to furthering concerted action 
against crime. 


With this information it is 


hoped ultimately 'to diagnose the 
"crime wave" affliction, ascer- 
tain some of. the outstanding 
causes and formulate prescrip- 
tions for its control. 


State and city police officials,

medal crop. He turned down the 
humus, however, on his other 
corn fields and his yield was cu' 
in half in these fields, as there

In checking these 5-acre tracts 


the corn judge gathers ears from 
100 hills in three different sec- 
tions of the 5 acres. These ears 
are weighed and after the mois- 
ture content is taken, the yield 
is figured. Mr. Heilman said that 
there are approximately 3,700 to 
4,000 hills of corn per acre. 


Mr. Heilman has been judging 


these corn plots for six years 
and did this work in Rush coun- 
ty in 1925. From here he goes to 
Hancock, Morgan, Shelby, John- 
son and Tipton counties to check 
up on corn plots.
